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lation, and other preventive measures have been vigorously pressed. 
The large scale on which the rat campaign has been organized is 
shown by the fact that 100,000 rats were sent to the laboratory for 
examination during the past quarter. Inoculation, however, does 
not become any more popular, and a smaller number of inoculations 
is reported than was performed in the corresponding quarter of last 
year. The report also shows that the port health officer and presi- 
dent of the Haj committee have cooperated with the executive health 
officer in checking the spread of infection from smallpox brought by 
pilgrim ships from Jiddah. 

Report from Calcutta — Transactions of Service — Cholera, plague, and 
smallpox — Plague in India and, Bengal. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Allan reports, April 29: 
During the week ended April 24, a bill of health was issued to the 
steamship Rauenfels, bound for Boston and New York, with a total 
crew of 70. The usual precautions were taken, the holds fumigated, 
rat guards placed on the wharf lines and the Asiatics' effects dis- 
infected. 

During the week ended April 17, 108 deaths from cholera, 90 from 
plague, and 171 from smallpox, in Calcutta. In Bengal there were 
274 cases of plague with 235 deaths. In India there were 5,309 
cases of plague with '4,594 deaths.

JAPAN. 

Report from Yokohama — Inspection of vessels — Fumigation of ves- 
sels for rat destruction — Plague — Meeting of sanitary officers of the 
Empire. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon dimming reports, May 5: 

Week ended May 1 . Bills of health were issued to 1 sailing vessel 
bound for Agana, Guam, and 4 steamships, the Tango Maru with 
42 saloon, 123 steerage, and 116 members of crew, for Seattle; the 
Manchuria with 103 saloon, 210 steerage, and 264 members of crew; 
the Suveric with 69 members of crew, and the Yawata Maru with 8 
saloon, 2 steerage, and 100 members of crew, all for Manila via ports. 

Owing to the plague in Shanghai and the numerous outbreaks in 
the Orient, the port authorities are fumigating vessels for destruc- 
tion of rats. 

One case of plague occurred during the week in the district from 
which infected rats have been and are now being found. A man 
from Kobe died at a hotel in Himeji, from plague, April 30. 

The annual meeting of the sanitary officers of the Empire is now 
taking place and regulations regarding vaccination, diagnosis of 
leprosy, etc., are being discussed.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Knight reports, April 30 : 

Week ended April 24. Supplemental bills of health granted to 6 
steamships. 

There were inspected 148 members of crews and 579 steerage pas- 
sengers. Twenty-seven members of crews and 54 steerage passengers 
were bathed and disinfected. Their effects were disinfected by 
steam. The number of pieces of baggage steamed was 195 and of bed- 
ding 106. Manifests were viseed for 39,536 pieces of freight, amount- 
ing to 3,944 tons. 

Emigrants were examined as follows: Steamship Korea for Hono- 
lulu, passed 10, recommended for rejection 12. Steamship Korea 
for San Francisco, passed 1, recommended for rejection 1; steamship 
Tango Maru for Seattle, passed 29, recommended for rejection 9. 
The emigrants passed, together with 14 intending passengers to 
Victoria by the steamship Tango Maru, were inspected, bathed, and 
disinfected. Their effects were disinfected before embarkation. 

The official returns of infectious diseases for the week show that 
there were reported in Kobe 2 cases of plague with 2 deaths.
